MII SERVICE 
MAINTENANCE SEMINAR 
& 

VTR SURVEY QUESTION 





Several times a year, PANASONIC offers a set of MII 
repair courses in San Diego, CA. The first of these courses 
deals with MII studio decks and the second deals with MII 
portable and dockable decks. These courses run two weeks 
apiece. Along with seven other MII service oriented 
personnel, I recently had the privilege of attending the 
studio deck version of this course (18 to 29 March). I 
attended this course for two reasons. First, I own three MII 
studio decks myself and am constantly interested in the 
proper maintenance and care of these decks. Secondly, I 
have ties with facilities such as the MII Users Group who 
also have a large number of these decks. 

When leaving for the course, I was in fact somewhat 
intimidated by the internals of broadcast grade VTR. Just 
taking off the top covers and watching a tape load into one 
of these machines is enough to instill respect. However, 
after this course, I am not only no longer intimidated by 
these machines, but I am now actively probing the internals 
of all of my decks. It may take me awhile to acquire all of 
the necessary test equipment to do every mechanical and 
electrical alignment on these machines, but even with the 
basics that I now have (a basic oscilloscope and an MII 
rough alignment tape) I am in fact doing basic RF envelope 
and tape path adjustments. 

The studio deck course (specific to AU-62/63/65 but 
covering all decks) is roughly conducted in two sections. 
The first week we covered the mechanical side of the units, 
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everything from AC stack to full drum replacement. All 
major mechanical components were addressed to include a 
complete tape path alignment overview. The second week 
was electrical in nature dealing with both the broad 
operational theory of the units along with a broad cross 
section of the electrical alignments associated with the units. 
We didn't cover every electrical alignment but we did cover 
enough of them to be proficient with electrical alignments in 
general. Also covered in the course are common NTSC test 
and alignment signals (both composite and component) and an 
overview of modern high end test equipment (scopes, 
generators, etc.). 

I am writing about this course for the following reason. If 
you own or work in an MII oriented facility and haven't heard 
of this course, or haven't had either yourself or one of your 
tech people attend one of these classes, this is something you 
should seriously consider. The cost of this course (2 weeks, 
10 working days, approximately 80 hours, books & lunches 
included) is $2000. However, if you look at average $100 per 
hour labor rate charged by many shops these days, and if you 
have more than a few decks in your care, you can quickly see 
the long term investment potential of such a course. 
Additionally, the basic fundamentals of such repair work 
apply across format lines. 

In the interest of keeping people informed about these 
courses (I hadn't heard of them until just 4 months ago) we 
will now devote a page or section of this newsletter to these 
course dates and to the course point of contact: Mr. Harry 
Foulds (201) 392-4274. Look for this information in coming 
episodes. 

Along other lines, a question developed during my 
attendance of the MII repair course that I want to pass on to 
MII users in the form of a survey. This is as follows. There 
are thousands of MII decks currently in use world wide. 
These range from the AU-650's to AU-35W's. In the interest 
of parts infrastructure and other technical support for these 
decks, I am curious how many decks of any given type are 
currently in use and where. Along these lines I would like to 
propose a survey that I think will be unique among any video 
tape format. I would like to ask every MII user who reads this 
article to take the time to cut out or copy the pre-addressed 
“mail in form" in this issue, fill it out, fold it up, put a stamp 
on it and mail itto me. This form will briefly state the number 
of decks that you currently have or that you work with (studio, 
portable, dockable, Panasonic or JVC), the general model 
number of these decks (i.e. AU-63H, AU-410, JVC KRM- 
820) and your business or station name. 

In the coming months, we will compile this data into a 
comprehensive list and we will then update this list on a 
monthly basis. If there is a group of us who have AU-650's 
who have concerns about future parts availability, we can now 
become a group voice specifically in terms of the umber of 
decks that we represent. Again, such a survey would be 
unique in terms of a tape format user base, and I sincerely ask

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you to take the time to mail this in to me. 

A last note. I wish to give a note of thanks to Harry

in San Diego. Greg's instruction and attention to detail 
were enough to keep me engaged basically the entire 80 
hours I was in his class. I also wish to thank Patrick 
Glover, Greg Thompson, Glen Sieko, Sean Hoar, Daniel 
Andrews, Michael Berger and Tom Schenk for their 
attendance in the class and for their participation in our 
after class and middle weekend activities such as the visit to 
Tijuana (no additional comment). Their collective 
friendship was valued. Later this month is NAB and after 
that I will start a new series of articles dealing with MII 
machines (maintenance and repair).

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LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 





Dear fellow MII Users, 


Regarding the past two issues of playback. On the last 
page of the newsletter, in the list of MII advantages item # 
10 titled “less wear and abrasion”, there is a blanket 
statement made that "The MII system uses ceramic edged 
guideposts, despite their comparatively higher cost to resist 
abrasion and wear caused by the tape edges". Although 
somewhat true, this statement is quite misleading. While 
true that the older (much more expensive) three digit 
machines (AU-660, AU-650, etc.) used ceramic tape guide 
flanges on the critical entrance and exit side of the drum 
(P3, P4, P5, P6), soft base metal was used on all other 
flanges. The newer two digit machines, (AU-65, AU-63, 
AU-62, H series etc.) do not use ceramic tape guide 
flanges at all. Presumably this was done to keep the cost 
of the machines down. Users of two digit machines may 
have experienced the myriad of problems related to the 
channel 2 linear audio track. These problems are directly 
related to a groove being worn in the P5 upper flange. In 
the MII format channel 2 audio is located on the upper 
edge of the tape which makes it susceptible to any 
movement of the upper tape edge. Also if the groove is 
allowed to wear deep enough, the user will experience 
persistent clogging of the channel 2 audio head. The metal 
composition of these tape guide flanges is unknown, but it 
is not stainless steel and is very soft. Significant groove 
wear usually offers at about 4000 head hours. Here at 
WPRI, we have developed a solution to the problem and 
that is to simply replace the new style (two digit) tape 
guide flanges with the older (three digit) ceramic flanges, 
which are still available as a replacement part from 
Panasonic. For those interested parties, the part numbers 
for the ceramic flanges are: 
P4 and P5 upper---VXA2271 
P3 and P6 lower---VXA2272.

TCI SELECTS PANASONIC 
POSTBOX 
FOR ON-LINE EDITING 


SECAUCUS, NJ (March 1996) — Tele-Communications Inc. 
(Denver, CO), the nation's largest cable operator, has recently 
installed a Panasonic Postbox nonlinear editing system in its 
National Digital Television Center in nearby Littleton. The 
Postox is used to perform on-line editing of promotional spots 
for five channels of Request TV Pay-Per-View services, as 
well as for TCI’s own corporate videos. 

Fred Ramsey, TCI's Manager of P-P-V Origination, says 
that in purchasing the Panasonic Postbox, he ended a search 
for "a true on-line nonlinear tool." 

“Previously, we'd been editing all our promotional and 
interstitial programming in an analog on-line room," explains 
Ramsey. “Because of the nature of P-P-V programming, we 
sometimes need to make up to 50 different versions of just 
one promo. Imagine how time-consuming it was to customize

each spot working with analog, linear equipment. 

*Now, with the Postbox, to a large extent we simply 
click and drag the correct voice-over and graphic, set up a 
time line, and let the system crank up and perform the 
assignment virtually unattended.” 

Panasonic positions the Postbox as a genuine advance in 
the nonlinear editing world, as it gives users the ability to 
perform all the functions of a complete post-production 
facility in one turnkey system. Postbox offers M-JPEG 
image quality and fast editing on standard, small computer 
hard drives, eliminating tape shuttle time and allowing an 
operator to re-order scenes quickly and easily. A complete 
character generator, a powerful paint system and A/V special 
effects package are standard components of the system. 

Ramsey refers to the “Postbox time line”; using the 
system's Sequence Editor time line, scenes can be easily 
placed by grabbing “picons” (picture icons) and moving 
them on ће time line. From a “Bin,” sequences, effects and 
multi-layering can be combined using functions within the 
Postbox toolbox. 

Ramsey says Postbox is proving every bit as effective in 
editing TCTs busy schedule of corporate videos. “Given the 
scope of TCI, our corporate work is very heavily scrutinized, 
with a lot ofrevisions typically being made after a first cut,” 


the Panasonic Postbox for on-line editing of promotional spots and corporate videos. 
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he explains. “Working with a nonlinear system, it's much 
easier to make changes. DVE moves, CG graphics and an 
Edit Decision List are all saved on the time line in one file." 

Before selecting the Panasonic Postbox, Ramsey recounts 
that he looked “at every system available". “Postbox had the 
best CG on the market—it has the quality and flexibility of a 
discrete piece of broadcast gear, which is exactly what we 
need for our graphics-intensive work, especially for P-P-V,” 
he says. “Postbox produces an image quality comparable to 
Betacam, and in test-driving the system, I found it very 
reliable. Other systems were crash-happy; Postbox is solid as 
a rock." 

Ramsey says that as a big Panasonic D-3 customer, he 
was well-acquainted with Panasonic's high level of customer 
service. TCI deploys more than 80 D-3 digital composite 
VTRs at the National Television Center for on-air playback 
and mastering all promotional programming. 

The Postbox is hooked up to a AJ-D350 D-3 VTR; three 
additional 14-gigabyte hard drive arrays are also part of the 
system. Ramsey says Postbox was installed in under an hour. 
*] Jove the fact that it's a real turnkey system," he comments. 
“AILI needed was an NTSC monitor and a D-3 deck." 

In its first month of operation the Postbox was used to 
edit a five-minute demo tape shown on the show floor at 
NATPE (“People seeing all the page turns thought we'd used 
a million-dollar switcher," says Ramsey); roll-in tapes shown 
to international television executives at a TCI Technology 
Day; and for a six-minute “tour” of the Television Center. 

“As P-P-V services continue to expand rapidly, I intend 
to add three or four more Postbox systems within a year," 
Ramsey notes. “Within three - five years, I expect we'll be 
doing totally nonlinear post-production, and using tape only 
for archiving."

VNI COMMITS TO DIGITAL VIDEO (DV) 
JOURNALISM 


Pioneering News Organization Calls Panasonic AG- 
EZ1U “Small, Simple, High Quality” 


SECAUCUS, NJ (March, 1996)—NYT-Video News 
International (VNI) (Philadelphia, PA), the trailblazing 
video journalist news gathering enterprise, has recently 
purchased 25 Panasonic AG-EZIU DV camcorders. The 
АС-Е210 is a Digital Video (DV) format 3-CCD digital 
signal processing camcorder that weighs less than 2.4 
pounds. After a well-documented and highly successful 
trial with AG-EZIU prototypes, VNI has likewise 
purchased eight AJ-D750 DVCPRO studio editing decks 
for playback of DV videotapes. 

Founded in 1993, VNI adopted as its credo, “one 
journalist, one small format camera.: It has succeeded to 
the point where the organization now has 80 video 
journalists working in more than 20 countries worldwide; 
VNI clients, who have purchased stories ranging from 30- 
second spots to full-length documentaries, include every 
major American network, the BBC, NHK, CBC and RTE. 
To date, VNI has been the largest professional user of Hi-8 
camcorders (110 units) and tapes in North America. Last 
spring, the New York Times Co. purchased an 80% stake 
in the company. 

VNI president Michael Rosenblum says, “What we've 
wanted, and now found in the AG-EZIU, is a camcorder 
that anyone can operate and that produces a product better 
than Betacam. 

"Clients have never questioned our nimbleness or 
ability to gather unique footage, but we had a hard time 
convincing them that Hi-8 produced broadcast quality. 
The AG-EZIU produces astonishingly high-quality 
images, and there's simply no issue with clients that it's 
top-drawer broadcast quality." 

Rosenblum has said that the first time he screened DV 
footage internally at VNI, the room “erupted in 
spontaneous applause". 

“This is what we've been waiting for, “ he explains. 
VNI intends to totally convert news acquisition to the DV 
format within a year. The company has used the DV 
camcorder on a number of assignments including 
TRAUMA: Life and Death in the ER premiering March 
13, 1996 on the Learning Channel. VNI is also working 
on “Science Times", a television series coming to The 
Learning Channel in the fall of 1996. 

The Panasonic AG-EZIU records one hour of 
component digital video on a miniature DAT-sized 1/4 
inch (6.35) cassette. The hand-held camcorder features 
three 1/3 inch IT CCD's, 10x optical and 20x digital 


zoom,a signal-to-noise ratio of 54dB, minimum illumination 
of 5 lux and draws only 7.5 watts of power. Tapes recorded 
in the DV format can be played by DVCPRO studio VTR's, 
facilitating the use of DV footage in professional 
applications. 

VNI vice-president / production Reuben Chodosh echoes 
Rosenblum's sentiments that the DV camcorder yields 
“tremendous image quality". “The AG-EZIU is small and 
easy to operate. We likethe design. The camera handles 
light very well and produces really sharp images”, he 
comments. 

Chodosh explained that VNI has been bumping DV 
footage to Beta, and then editing on an Avid 4000. The 
organization has just taken delivery of its first Panasonic AJ- 
D750 editing deck, with RS-422A serial control, and 
compatible with the AG-EZIU. *If DVC is as good in 
generation loss as I expect", says Chodosh, “this will become 
the ENG format to beat". 

The AJ-D750 studio editing VTR offers two hours of 
recording, frame accurate editing, jog/shuttle capability, 
insert/assemble editing, digital slow motion, and LTC/VITC 
time code recording/playback. Other key features include 
two channels of PCM audio, digital component serial 
SMPTE 259M (optional)and RS-422A serial interface, all in 
a four-rack unit package that installs easily both in the studio 
an OB vans. 

Both the AG-EZ1U and AJ-D750 are available now, at 
suggested list prices of $4,500 and $17,500, respectively.

1) Proven. MII is an established and proven 1/2" format. With over 25,000 MII units delivered to market, MII is here to 
stay. NBC alone has over 1,100 units in service. Additionally MII international acceptance includes: Thames (England), 
ORF (Austria), NHK (Japan), KBS (Korea), NOS (Holland).

3) Durability. MII employs a more rugged and durable construction as compared to Betacam SP. MII's transport base 
(Chassis) is heavier and more rugged. Reel drive motors are rigidly mounted to the transport assembly and do not have to 
move at all to accommodate different size cassettes. On Beta SP units the reel motors are repositioned when you go from 
one cassette size to another. This movement of the reel motors creates another area for mechanical failure. 


4) Longer Head Life. MII has a significantly longer head life cycle than Beta SP products. Typical MII head life is 
between 2000 to 3000 hours. Betacam SP is between 500 to 1500 hours. This is exacerbated by switching between metal 
particle and metal oxide tapes. 


5) The MII recording system employs a 2.25MHz analog burst signal inserted in front of both compressed chrome 
components (luminance also). This 2.25 MHz signal is used as a phase and timing reference when the composite signal is 
recreated. This enhances the quality of the video output, improves multiple generations, and reduces the velocity errors 
effects along the TV line. 


6) Compatibility with digital. In the MII system, the TBC uses a digital sampling rate of 13.5 MHz, which is compatible 
with the CCIR digital sampling rate of 27 MHz . 


7) 90 Minute Expertise. For many years, the MII format was the only one that was capable of recording 90 minutes in the 
field. Sony has recently introduced a new portable that now records 90 minutes, but its cost is approximately 45% greater 
than the AU-520. 


8) Direct Drive Motors -- Standard. АП MII VTRs utilize direct drive motors. Betacam SP uses these direct drive motors 
only in the studio machines. 


9) Precise and Gentler Tape Handling. All the posts used in the MII tape transport system have ball bearings. This is not 
the case with Beta SP. This results in a more precise and gentler tape handling. 


10) Less wear and abrasion. The MII system users ceramic edged guideposts, despite their comparatively higher cost, to 
resist abrasion and wear caused by the tape edges. This type of wear will affect interchangeability. This is especially 
important in the use of metal particle tape which can cause more severe wear than Oxide formulation. There are no ceramic 
posts used in the Beta SP format. 


11) Closed tension control. Closed tension control in both the supply and the take-up sides of the tape transport. Applied 
to both the supply reel and the take-up reel, a stable tension control is achieved not only in play mode, but in FF., REW, 
Slow and Still modes as well. Beta SP provides controls only on the supply reel. 


12) Better Portability. MII portable VTRs use the same type of control method that the Beta SP machines use, namely the 
supply side. Conversely, the Beta SP portables use the brake band method that is found in many ordinary consumer type 
VCRs. This is subject to fluctuations in tape tension caused by time, environmental factors as well as simple wear.
